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CRICKET, 
THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1862. 


(Written expressly for the Illustrated Sporting News.) 


Iw our last article we brought the matches played last 
season by the County of Surrey to a conclusion, and wo now 
continue with those of the Coanty of Nottingham. Notting- 
ham played four county matches Isst season, of whis 
threo were won and one drawn, very considerably in their 
favour; it will be seen, therefore, that Nottingham holds 
a very high, perhaps the highest, position in the cricket- 
ing world of 1862. This fact we attribute mainly to the 
excellence of their bowling, A county that can bring into 
the fleld four such bowlers ss H/ O. Tinley (slow), Jack- 
son, Wooton, and the veteran “Jemmy” Grundy, ja not 
to be beaten easily, especially when backed oy by such 
magniticent bats" as Richard Daft, Mr. W. Bury, George 
Parr, Mr. Bateman, Grundy, and we might also add 
Jackson, who has most wonderfully Improved in: the 
batting department of late years, although it must be 
confessed that his bowling has somewhat fallen off, to. 

ether with two such wicket-keepera as little “ Mick" 
Biddulph and civil Frank Moore, and with « long-stop like 
Charley Brampton, who is also a very fair bat and change 
howler, we say that a county which can bring forward 
auch an eleven as that isa match for any other eleven 
England can produce, 
ith these few. preliminary observations, which we 
hope will not be considered one-sided—for we distinctly 
and emphatically repudiate any feeling of that kind, we 
commence with the first match pared. by Nottingham, 
which took place on Fenner’s Ground, Cambridge, on 
the 6th and 7th of June. Cambridge wero pretty strong 
in the Held, but it must be admitted that the Nottingham 
Kleven played weak,” George Parr and Mr. W. Bury 
being absent, the former with # cracked hand, and the 
latter engaged with his studies at college. The following 
were the names of the Nottingham Eleven:—R. Daft, 
Alfred Clarke, Jackson, Brampton, R. C, Tinley, Grundy, 
Wooton, Charlea;Daft, Biddulph, Horsleyjand Smith—the 
four last-named being all “colts,” two of whom (Bide 
dulph and Horsley) made their déjut in the “colts 
match" of 1862, It waa a three days' match, but rain 
prevented play on the first, and had not the “out” 
county (Nottingham) hit most tremendously hard in 
their second innings, when thoy had 145 runa to obtain and 
& little over four and a half hours to do it in, the mateh 
would doubtless have been drawn; as it was, however, 
they “knocked off” all the runs before time was called, 
and won the match, therefore, with three wickets to $4 
down. The following was the state of the figures at the 
close of the game:—Cambridge, 96 and 148; Notting. 
ham, 100 and 145,. with seven wickets down, All the 
“colts” acquitted themselves capitally, Biddulph stumped 
one when he had to retire through ® smash on the hand 
from @ ball bowled by Wooton; Charles Daft “ran up” a 
prettily played 23; Horsley made 2 and 14, and Smith 10 
and 4. Jackson end RK. Daft also came off with high 
honours, the former scoring 28 and 87 (not out in both 
innings), and the latter 32 and 40—both batsmen boing 
vociferously applauded by the spectators, of whom there 
Was an extremely large and fashionable attendance, 
especially on the Saturday, when the match became’ ao 
clowe, 

Nottingham'’s second match was with the famed 
county of Surrey, and unfortunately it ended ina draw, 
much, however, in favour of the first-named. It wag 
played at the Oval on the 13th and 14th of June, no play 
taking place on the 12th, the rain coming down such a 
positive ‘pelter."§ On Friday, however, the weather 
cleared up, and though not over brilliant, there was an 
immense attendance of spectators. The Nottingham 
Eleven was the same as in the Cambridge tourney, with 
the exception that Frank Moore took iddulph’s place 
behind the stumps, and, it must be added, acquitted 
himaelf very clever! » Jackson rattled up a brilliant 
innings of 59, for which he recelved the usual Surrey 
acknowledgment, RK, Daft and A, Clarke played two 
innings each of 18, the former being wettled by @ moat 
wonderful catch made by that promiaing Surrey “colt,” 
Tom Humphrey. Four others of the eleven also got into 
double figures—-Grundy, Horsley, Brampton, and 'linley ; 
and the junings closed for 172, ‘The Surrey total only 
reached 108, which left them 64 in a minority. Tinley 
took six wickets, Juckson three, and Wooton one. On 
Saturday, the last day, the celestial slements were again 
unpropitious, and the match was oenecanectly abandoned 
seven rone eying been obtained in Nottingham’s second 
innings without the loss of w wicket.

This they accomplished for the loss of five 
wickets, Richard Daft and Mr. W. Bury being top scorers 
of those who went to the stumps. 

From the aboye detailed account of the doings of the 
County of Nottingham it will be seen, as we remarked at 
the commencement of our article, that they won three out 
of their four matches, and one was drawn, much in their 
favour. The bowlers who have been moat successful are 
Tinley (slow), Wooton, Jackson, and Grundy. The first 
named bowled 164 overs, and took 30 wickets; the second 
194 overs and 17 wickets; the third 189 overs and 10 
wickets; and the,last named 84 overs and 2 wickets. The 
highest scores in @ single innings are, Grundy, 76 (not 
out); Jackson, 59; Alfred Clarke, 57; Richard Daft, 40; 
and George Parr, 37. . The highest average obtained in 
the county matches is by Jackzon—d8 ; then follow Grundy,

covered with a gun in his band standing near the fox, énd threatening to shoot 
. with . The Duke of Rutland then descended from 
his horse, seized the raat bs the collar, and pushed him on one side, taking 
6 fox from his care, at thé same time gi him a stroke. win ta whip, 
any of the huntsmen threatened to immerse Marshall in an adjoining pond. 
The reason Marghall gave Was that his crops were injured. It is stated that he 
will proceed against the Duke for assault and battery.
